It all started 21 years ago. An educational 
drama series, from the British Broadcasting 
Company, that used the gimmick of a teenager 
and her mysterious, unusual grandfather who 
owned a time machine able to take them and 
their companions back to various famous 
Places in long-gone ages. The program was 
called Doctor Who. 

Then, following a four-part prehistoric serial, 
writer Terry Nation changed the course of 
the new series by taking the Time And Rela- 
tive Dimensions In Space vehicle — the TAR- 
DIS — to the planet Skaro, where the passen- 
gers and the viewers. would first meet the 
Daleks, science-fiction monsters such as the 
world had never seen. 

The appeal of the series became as wide 
as the universes its hero was to traverse. That 
hero became known as the Doctor, not Doc- 
tor Who, as the show's title would imply. So 
remarkable is the concept of the Doctor that 
has emerged over the years that even the 
change in actor playing the role has not de- 
tracted from the character. In fact the Doc- 


tor's own being has fleshed out considerably. 
The Doctor has been established as a rebel 
Time Lord from the planet Gallifrey, who 
periodically "regenerates“ his physical form. 
Thus, each of the six actors who have por- 
trayed the Doctor have interpreted the role 
his own unigue way. 

Doctor Who has been syndicated in North 
America for several years now, and if it's not 
on your favorite local TV station, give them 
а call and demand your Doctor Who!

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INTERVIEW 


In the first half of our interview with 
the fifth Doctor, Peter Davison, Ken 
Hart talked with Peter about his act- 
ing career, various people who work 
behind the lines on "Doctor Who”, his 
opinions of his own performances, 
and his experiences with Doctor 
Who fans in the United States. Now, 
The conversation continues, as Peter 
tells us about his career before and 
after Doctor Who, his fellow Who 
actors, and the question of being 
cute. 

1 read in one of the British 
magazines where someone refer- 
red to your Doctor as "Tristan with 
guts". 

Yeah, this was a little boy оп a 
British sort of magazine/news program 

- they had asked children to write 
in and say how | should play Doctor 
Who, and they invited me along to 
hear these children. Various children 
got up, and they said this and this 
and this, and one child got up and 
said, 1 think you should be like 
Tristan, but brave,” which seemed 
to me to be as good a basis as any 
to start off with, because you never 
know, when you're doing a part like 
Doctor Who, what you're going to 
end up with. You simply have to start 
from а certain point. 

| was very aware that John 
Nathan-Tumer, the show's producer, 
had cast me because | was nothing 
like Tom Baker. And he also said to 
me that he thought | was a "person- 
ality actor,” and I'd never, ever seen 
myself as a personality actor. | had 
always seen myself as an actor, in 
other words, not someone who put 
over themselves on the television 
Screen, but simply acted а part. 
That's worrying, when someone says 
to you that you're a personality actor, 
because you then have to come up 
with whatever your personality is, 
and | had no idea what it was. So | 
kind of brought forward a “Tristan, 
but brave” feel. But looking back on 
it, that didn't last for that long. | think

than really from Tristan.

Yeah! 

Have you ever met James Herriot 
or the real Tristan? 

Oh, yeah. Both of them. The real 
James Herriott . . . he likes to be just 
а vet.

He never expected them to 
take off like they did? 

No, and he really isn't interested 
in fame. He just wants to be a vet. 
He invited the cast over to dinner a 
Couple of times and dropped in at 
the set a couple of times. | met the 


real Tristan on the moming | did my 
first scene, which was... ahhh .. 

Unnerving? 

Yes, an unnerving experience. But 
he was very nice, and | spent a 
couple of days with him, and that 
was very useful. He's described by 
Siegfried in the stories as being 
rather like a “debauched choirboy,” 
and even though he’s near 60, that’s 
what he's like! 

I have trouble picturing him at 


that age, because | was an "Ail 
Creatures” fan long before you 
became Doctor Who, so | read 
little things in the later books 
about Tristan being married and 
such, but all | keep picturing is 
you. 
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Yes... it's very difficult to sort of go 
past that point. | guess that’s the 
problem with doing these specials 
that we're doing at the moment; we 
did one a couple of years ago, and 
we're doing one over the summer. 

Really? What year will that be 
set in? 

1950. So we're getting on a bit. 

There was one time when, within 
a few months | think, you finished 
off “Sink or Swim,” you started 
"Doctor Who* and you did the “All

You've probably been asked

Colin Baker (Much laughter) | 
think he's a marvelous producer, and 
| think he ought to, at some point, 
move on. I've said this to John. | just 
think he ought to go on to other 
things. 

He's done marvelous things with 
the program in terms of getting it to 
the people. We disagreed over a fair 
number of things . .. in terms of what 
direction it should take. | didn't think 
there should be an American com- 
panion in it, and | didnt think "in- 
teresting companions" worked, os 
far as the Doctor was concemed. | 
think that if the companion is there 
to do a certain job, then you can't 
have a companion who is trying to 
kill you; | just don’t think it works, and, 
indeed, it didnt work, because 
Mark Strickson, who played Tur- 
lough, had nothing to do. In the end, 
you had to lock him up in episode 
one, and let him out in episode four 

But we got on very well. We do a 
lot of these conventions together 
We're friends. | just think that, for his 
own benefit, he should do other 
things. | think he'd be very successful, 
but | think in a way he's afraid to 
leave И. | don’t know why that should 
be, but it's part of the problem of 
staying with something for too long. 
When | took over, | said to him, "Well, 
how long are you going to do it for? 
I'll do it for as long as you do it for” 
And then it tumed into him doing it 
for as long as | did it for, and then 
him doing for a year longer and a 
year after that, and he’s now the 
longest-running producer of Doctor 
Who. | guess it’s his baby now, but | 
think he has to, at some point, let go 
of his baby, 

How about Anthony Ainley, the 
Master? 

| liked working with Anthony a 
great deal. He loves the part of the 
Master, but he’s not confident 
enough, actually, to believe that 
people will want him for himself. He's 
always terribly afraid that John is 
going to decide to write the Master 
out of the series forever. | keep telling 
him that it doesn't matter He couldn't 
really understand why | left it. He 
didnt understand why | didn't con- 
tinue doing if for the rest of my life, 
But he's a great gentleman. 

Patrick Troughton. 

Ahhh ... my favorite Doctor, with- 
out a doubt. I think he's wonderful. 

I just wish they would start show- 
ing his episodes over here. 


Yeah. I've never quite figured out 
how many the BBC actually have, 
because they did destroy a lot of 
them, but guess they do have a lot. 
They're the ones that | remember the 
most, reolly. 

What was “Sink or Swim" about? 

It was about two brofhers, again, 
but this time | was the eldest brother. 
The eldest brother was really intent 
on improving himself and was... in 
London, and his younger brother 
came down — ran away from home 
—and it was just about how they 
didn't get on. It was a very well- 
written comedy. 

Do you have any particular 
preferences among the stories 
that you did оп Doctor Who, or 
the directors that you worked 
with? 

The stories that | liked the best were 
"The Caves of Androzani"—! 
was my favorite, | think— but up until 
that point, the Cybermen story was 
my favorite, 

“Earthshock.” 

Yes. As far as directors, certainly 
Graeme Harper did a marvelous 
job on "Caves of Androzani." He 
had a certain different approach 
which was very good. Sometimes, in 
De BBC, people dont try anything 
different, and actors don't try any- 
thing different. | think he did. He was 
prepared to gamble, and it did 
work, very definitely, 

| liked working with Peter Moffatt 
а lot on "The Five Doctors" special 
Most of them were very good, | think. 

| liked “Black Orchid" a lot, my- 
self.

Yeah, Ron Jones was very good. 

How good were you playing 
cricket during that one? 

Very good. (Smiles) Actually, con- 
sidering that it was pouring with rain, 
| was quite good, despite what 
Janet Fielding will tell you! So, at 
one point, | swung the bat atthe ball, 
and the bat was so slippery it flew 
Out of my hand and ended up some- 
where across the field! But it was 
great fun. 

Have you everhad any tempta- 
tion to do writing or directing? 

Yeah, | would love to do that. It's 
a matter, really, of deciding what to 
do. | certainly have an ambition, 
which | never had before Doctor 
Who. to direct. | just think #5 some- 
thing that I've leamed quite a lot 
about in the time I've been doing 
television, and | would like to try if. 
But it’s difficult to say whether one 
should actually say, “OK, that's it, 
Call it a day, actor, and try direct- 
ing." That, | think, really is the only 
way to do it, but, fortunately, people 
keep offering me jobs! (Laughs) You 
have to walk the tightrope, deciding 
what you're going to do. 

On fhe one hand, you have the 
security of jobs being offered to 
you, and on the other hand, you 
have unexplored territory. 

That's it, really, and | don't quite 
know what to do. | think, as far as 
my long-term future, that hopefully | 
will be directing, but | don't know if 
fhat's true, because | don't know if | 
have what it takes. | haven't tried it. 
Hopefully, at some point, | will get 
myself together enough to actually 


try it. 

Some kind soul will give you the 
opportunity... 

Yeah, that’s what you need, really. 

In the story “Fourto Doomsday," 
there's a scene where the Doctor 
is trying to reach the TARDIS, 
which Is floating out in space. 
How was that scene done? Did 
fhey have you hanging from wires 
or something? 

A combination. They had me 
hanging from wires, and balanced 
on a stool on my stomach, which | 
think was actually the most effective- 
looking of the effects, the way they 
did it. | was on a stool with wheels 
that were covered in blue. When 
using the "blue screen" process for 
‘optical effects, anything that's covered 
In blue will be invisible on screen and 
| simply pulled myself along on the 
о. е оп my stomach, my legs 

of stretched out. The only time 
m wire was used was where | 
actually threw the ball. | thought it 
was. pretty effective for а video 
"floating in space" sequence— there 
can be really terrible effects. 

1 remember the Loch Ness 
Monster from the Tom Baker story 
à while back. One final question: 
If the show is around in another 
eight years—! don't know what 
the BBC is planning—and if you 
were asked, would you go back 
for a, say, "Seven Doctors" spec- 
lat? 

Oh yeah. | would go back. yes. I'd 
go back for a "Six Doctors" special. 
| think I've gotten clear of it. There's 
an anxious time when you leave 
where you wonder if you're going to 
be stuck with it, but | don't think | 
have been stuck with it. 

You seem to be keeping pretty 
busy doing other things. 

Yeah, | have been. That's good. 
So | think га be very happy to do 
that. | don't think there's any harm in 
doing it, 5 simply keeping up with 
what you've done, and you're just 
going back. 

People are far more tolerant now 
about actos being in different 
things than they were. Well, | say 
"people" are but | think probably it's 
the people who make the programs 
who are. It's actually directors that 
give you jobs and think you are type- 
cast; #5 not the public at all. The 
public, Іт sure, are generally al- 
ways happy to see someone they 
know and like, | guess, in different 
things. But sometimes directors who 
are casting don't consider someone 
because they say, "Oh, he's in that,” 
and think of him as this, but I think 
that's actually lessening now. They're 
far more tolerant about people 
going from one thing to another— 
playing in two things.

REVIEWING THE CRISIS 

At fhe time this issue is published, 
it will be approximately a year until 
the 23rd season of Doctor Who be- 
gins airing (as far as we know), and 
about four months until production 
on that season begins, It seems like 
a good time to go over the facts of 
the production delay, or hiatus, or 
Whatever. 


It all began back in February, 
When a BBC newscast announced, 
` ++. the Time Lord's time is up. The 
BBC is giving the Doctor an 18 month 
rest from our screens ... * The story 
developed that" BBC controller 
Michael Grade, and Jonathan 
Powell, head of series and serials, 
had decided on the hiatus for а 
variety of reasons, including a need 
to "develop new dramas.” 

At the same time, the BBC had 
pending in the British Parliament a 
request for a license fee increase. 
(The BBC is funded by a license fee, 
really a sort of tax, paid annually by 
each British citizen who owns a tele- 
vision set) Suspicion ran rampant 
that the hiatus was simply a move 
by the broadcasters to force public 
support for the fee increase. BBC of- 
ficiols, including Who 
John Nathan-Tumer, denied that 
this was the case. 

Immediately following the an- 


nouncement, Who fans worldwide 
began phoning ond writing the 
powers-that-be at the BBC, de- 
manding a recission of the produc- 
ton delay. Record producer lan 
Levine, a fan of the show, put to- 
gether a recording session with 
many British rock stars, producing 
"Doctor in Distress,” a song calling 
for the Time Lord's swift retum to the 
airwaves. Also featured in the re- 
cording session were Colin Baker 
Nicola Bryant, Anthony Ainley, 
and other Who cast and crew. The 
Doctor Who Fan Club of America 
even offered to fund the 23rd sea- 
son, an offer which was politely 
tumed down. All this activity even- 
tually came to naught — the hiatus 
went through, with the studio space 
and funds normally used for Doctor 
Who dedicated to other projects this 
Post spring. 

In March, John Nathan-Tumer 
told Who Knows that he would de- 
finitely be retuming to produce the 
23rd season when it got underway, 
ending speculation that he might be 
replaced. Colin Baker announced 


sometime later that the BBC had an 
option on his services as the Doctor, 
but as of this writing, it is unknown 
whether the Beeb has exercised that 
option. A few months later, JNT told 
a convention audience that the 23rd 
season would be his last as produc- 
er; he would be moving on to other 
projects. 

In the meantime. British fan David 
Saunders, president of the Doctor 
Who Appreciation Sociely, got а 
call from BBC managing director Bill 
Cotton, assuring fans that the Beeb 
was behind Doctor Who. Cotton 
said that the move was made in part 
to put DW back in its traditional 
timesiot on Saturdays, once a week 
for 26 weeks, in the 25 minute format 
abandoned for the 22nd season in 
favor of 50 minute episodes. On the 
other hand, Ray Kraft, speaking for 
US. distributor Lionheart TV, told Who 
Knows that the BBC had said the 
hiatus was designed to improve the 
look of the show, and retum it to the 
“family viewing” flavor felt to have 
been lost in recent seasons, He also 
made a veiled reference to Colin 


Baker's not retuming, saying at one 
point, "if Colin Baker continues as 
the Sixth Doctor.” 

Fans on both sides of the Atlantic 
continue to be concemed for the 
Doctor's future, unsure of the BBC's 
choice of a producer to follow in 
JNT's footsteps, and worried about 
the series continuing past 1986. De- 
spite BBC assurances, they re- 
member previous series such as 
Blake's 7, which underwent a similar 
production delay, came back for 
one season, and was then axed for 
good (all the characters were killed 
off in the final episode). 

Doctor Who is immensely profita- 
ble forthe BBC, and it seems unlikely 
they would kill the series outright — 
but any television program is only 
as good as the cast and crew who 
produce it. Docfor Who has weath- 
ered many storms in its 22 years — 
five changes in lead character, criti- 
cism about violence and, yes, even 
bad production teams — it just may 
come through this tempest un- 
scathed as well.
